California cities anci 
counties received more than 
$95.3 million in the May dis¬ 
tribution of local sales and 
use tax funds. State Board 
of Equalization Member 
George E. Reilly announced 
The funds represent the 
third advance payment for 
the first quarter of 1976. 

The cities of the state will 
receive $62.6 million and the 
counties $10.4 million gen¬ 
eral fund monies for a com¬ 
bined cities and counties dis¬ 
tribution of $73 million. In 
addition, the counties will re¬ 
ceive $18.3 million from t'ne 
ono-quarter per cent local 
sales and use tax for the 
county local transportation 
fund. The San Francisco Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District 
will recieve $4.3 million 
from the additional one-half 
per cent sales tax paid in 
the BART counties of San 
Francisco, A1 a m e d a and 
Contra Costa. 

The City of Sierra Madre 
will receive $7,500 as its 
share of the $73 million and 
the county of Los Angeles 
will receive $1,900,000 plus 
$6,662,500 from the one quar¬ 
ter per cent county local 
transportation fund.

The People Must Know

There are a number of property tax bills on file this 
year in the legislature. It happens this way every election 
year. These bills all call for some sort of tax limitation 
for homes, senior citizens, farmers, single people and 
even a bill to abolish property taxes altogether. 

This is an election year, and that is why all of these 
bills are introd’uced. It is also very well known, by those 
in the know, that not a single one of these hills will 
come out of any committee, let alone be adopted. They 
are all for the same purpose^ so that the introducer can 
campaign on the proposition he is for lower property 
taxes. 

IhAvever, these same legi.slators have also put 15 
constitutional amendments on the June ballot, most of 
which are for the sole purpose of raising property taxes. 

So, some of these legislators are playing both ends 
against the middle. This is known as the old shell game. 
Now you see it, now you don’t. But vote for mo. 

When asked about this. Assembly Speaker Me Carthy 
said, "if some of these bills ever got out of committee 
and onto the floor, it would scare the hell out of those 
w'ho introduced them.” 

Tliese property tax reduction bills are always de¬ 
feated in the legislature by the lobbyists for other special 
interests, who want homeowner taxes to stay right where 
they are.. Me Carthy said the lobbyists for other interests 
would not permit the majorities in either the Assembly 
or the Senate to enact any property tax reductions. He 
did not say that the Democrats have total control over 
the Assembly and the Senate, and these Dem<x:ratic 
legi.slators are the ones the lobbyists control, lock, stock 
and barrel. 

Assembly leader Boatwright (D) Ways and Means 
Chaiman, said “the legislature can’t enact tax reform 
because of lobbyists pressures. The pressure is incredible 
. . . There are enough guys up here who want to stay 
here.” The lobbyists can scare them. They threaten to 
run people against them in the next election. 

All of this adds up to one thing. The heavy Demo¬ 
cratic majorities in both the Assembly and Senate are 
totally under the control of lobbyists. These Democratic 
majorities are such they could pass any tax reform bills 
any time they wanted to, but they do not represent the 
people of California. They are pupi»ts of lobbyists. We 
have a state government, privately owned and controlled 
by private special interests which makes the people ju.st 
so many dunrb .sheep to be clipped. Two wlil get you ten 
mo.st of these same legislators will be re-elected. So
